How much Mr. Rockefeller has left 
is even harder to guess than how much 
he has given away. In 1907 Frederick 
T. Gates, one of Rockefeller’s agents 
in charity, said: 

“Mr. Rockefeller himself haa au- 
thorized the statement that his fortune 
cannot exceed $200,000,000. and thai in 
his most prosperous year his income 
was not ahove $20.000,000. His hold- 
ings of Standard Oil stock are not 
above 20 per cent of the total issue 
outstanding.’

Washington, March 2,—(Special.)— 
Secretary Whilson’s poor showing yes- 
terday on the witness stand in the Bal- 
linger investigation resulted in re- 
ports today that the secretary would 
speedily retire from the department of 
agriculture; Gossips were ‘busy dem- 
onstrating what a great embarrass- 
ment to the administration Mr. Wilson 
had become by reason of his failure 
completely to refute Mr. Pinchot's 
testimony and how inevitable it was, 
therefore, that he should retire from 
the cabinet. 

The wiseacres undertook to name the 
man who would be his successor and 
sensational stories of the impending 
change in the Taft official family were 
printed in local papers and flashed 
over the country, Dut Secretary Wilson 
is not to retire. “Tama Jim” stays on 
the job. 

President Taft is not embarrassed 
because of Mr. Wilson’s performance as 
a star witness in the Ballinger inquiry. 
The president is fully aware that the 
secretary did a tall job of floundering 
before the  inquisatorial committee, 
that he was badly rattled and that his 
evidence did not make it appear con- 
clusive that Pinchot had written the 
Dolliver letter without the sanction of 
his chief, thereby being guilty of in- 
subordination, but the president is not 
at all concerned about that. 

It is said that President Taft is satis- 
fied in his own mind that he knows the 
exact facts im the ‘case and that the 
manner in which Mr. Wilson came 
through his trying ordeal is of no sig- 
nificance. :

The 
matter had been discussed at some 
length at a meeting of the chairmen of 
the various committees a short time 
ago and the sense of that meeting was 
against the establishment of the 
banks. The resolution to this effect 
was unanimously carried. 

L. A. Ransom and M. H. Shroeder ap- 
peared in the interest of the cotton 
oil manufacturers and asked that a 
resolution condemning the proposed in- 
crease in import duty on cotton seed 
oil by France be passed. After some 
discussion a resolution providing that 
the Chamber of Commerce ask the 
federal government to use its tnfluence 
against the increase was passed.
